Mr. N. J. Brown, of Mill Point 
Robbed of Over $545 00 and 
Almost Killed.

Probable the coolest and most 
daring robbery evor comm trod In 
the County took place at Mill Point 
laat Friday about eight 

o’clock. 

As Mr. N. J. Brown w i\* sitting 
in his store enjoying a cigar* some 
Friends and customers having just 
left, two men with Faces blacked 
entered and demanded’ his money 
at. the point of a pistol. Mr. Brown 
thinking it was some Frieuds trying 
to scare him, re ached the stub of 
hia cigar to them, when one oF thorn 
whacked .him over the head with a 
club that they also carried. Mr.' 
Brown was still sitting in his chair 
when the villian struck him, aud iu 
a second alter when he recovered 

t f • 

From the shock he raised and grap- 
peled with the assai|aat.^»i[be^ tho 
other one stiuck Inwf on the 
.wrist. 1 and re|>eatedly over 
(he head with a short club until Mr. 
Brown was too weak to further its 
Fend himself, and not having any¬ 
thing th defend himself witl^had to 
sit down. The robbers then de¬ 
manded of him to unlock the safe, 
and the sate being unlocked, not 
having been yet locked For tin* 
night Mr. Brown told them so. They 
then took all the money in it, rifled 
the cash drawer of the store and 
Ins |H>eket8, getting in all $343.03 — 
about 834o.OO of which was Or. 
Brown’s and the remainder be 
longed to some one else, who had 
left it (here For qafe keeping. 

One of them rtfleil the tills while 
the other guarded Mr. Brown, and 
attended hts necessary wants, snch 
as giving him water severat times, 
&e„ and enquiring of him. how 
much money his pal was getting 
From each till, probably thinking it 
would be valuable information to 
bim when lie called for a devide of 
the si>oih. 

After advising Mr. Brown that if 
be left the store within 50 minutes 
be would be a dead mankind telling 
him that they did not suppose? be 
woftld in ed any more money they 
left. 

Mr. Brown then being very weak 
drum the loss of blood, after a short 
time be made bis way up to Mr. 
Isaac ft short distance 

from the stoje, and informed him of 
what had taken place. Mr. Brown 
then with the assistance of Mr. 
McNepl went to Dr. Wallace’s also 
only a short distance away and had 
him dress his wounds, which were 
several severe cuts and bruises 
on the head and a fractured wrist. 
He was then taken to his room. 

It being very dark notliing-eoold 
lie done toward tracking or hunting 
for the robl>ers, and the next morn¬ 
ing it was found that they had sto¬ 
len two horses from Mr. Thomas 
Smith who lives about a mile and a 
half below Academy. Mr. Smith 
finding his horses gone followed 
their tracts, and found them near 
Lewisburg, where the robbers 
ahaudouod them aud left them in 
the road. 

It is supposed that they took the 
train at liouceverte. 

The day of the robbery and the 
day before, two snspecioos charac 
tera were seen lurking in the brush 
in that vicinity, allowing no one *to 
get close to them, except when ope 
of them called at Mr. James Jor 
dan’s house and asked for a “ham 4 
out” for four rnea. Mr. Jordan in¬ 
sisted on him to -have bin friends 
come to the lionse and have their 
dinners, when he told him that the 
other fellows were drunk and would 
not come. Mr. Jordan then gave 
him the dinner asked for, and sent 
a man along to bring the bucket 
i back, and when they weut to where 
; he said they ware waiting, instead 
; of three. there was only one, aud he
